When: on June 30, 1941, they broke into the 
city of Lvov, the German invaders proclaimed 
that the Lvov Region would henceforth be known 
the District of Galicia,” and instituted in it 
ther so-called New Order" of unrestrained 
plunder, violence, torture, mass shootings and 
murders of the civilian population. 

Phe murders of Soviet citizens were commiited

A French subject, lda Vasseau, head of a 
home {dr aged and invalid French people which 
had -been in. Lvov for a long time betore the’ war, 
made the following wriiten: statement: 

me Alter the coming of the German auth- 
orities constantly expected murders. And 
indeed hardly two or three days. passed. without 
our hearing tommy-gun fire, which convinced us 
they. were. shooting Jews, 1 had an opportunity 
to visit. the ghetto. Hygienic conditions were 
appalling: 15. to 20 people lived in each room, 
without water or electricity. Ihe unfortunates 
went hungry. Once a week they were visited by 


the Gestapo, which took some to Brelizicc* (Poland) 
while others were sent to asand ditch to be shot 


Ihe doomed people were taken away. clad 
only in their shirts.. The German robbers had 
the impudence; to take away. ther . clothes. and 
send the loot to Germany by the truck-load. The 
little children were martyrs. a! hey were given 
away.to.the. Hutler-Jugend, whic used them as 
live: targets for shooting practice. 

Phe ghetto existed from September: T, 1941, 


to June 6, 1943. Durtng this period the Germans 
exterminated over 133,000 people, some whom 
were shot in the ghetto and some in the Yanovska 
Camp. whileethe remainder were sent for exter- 
mination to the German death camp in Bielziec 
(Poland).”

TROOPS’ CHANUCAH ON. 
GERMAN BORDER 


And Services in Burma 


Descriptions have been feceived this week from 
Jewish Chaplains dverseas of the way.in which 
Services for the festival of Chanucah were held in 
lorward areas of the battle-fronts. 

The Rev. I. Levy, Sentor Chaplain 
B.L.A., writes, in the course of a letter 

“I imtended to hold Chanucah Services on 
German soil. To my great regret this was not 
possible. I set out mn a jeep to do a * recee’ of 
the territory and crossed the barder in the British 
sector, visiting the remains of those German 
villages where I had hoped that it would have 
been possible to meet. But on arrival the Mili- 
tary Govergor refused to play. The German 
position 1.000 yards to the north of the 
village and periodically Jerry informs us of his 
presence by sending over a salvo of gunfire. <1

_ At another service, held also in the immediate 
vicinity of the German border, for ‘troops who 
have seen Nijmegen and the approaches to Arn- 
hem, and who are itching to go on to Berlin. as 
we all are, there attended two’ representatives of 
the oddest Kehilla known to exist. in these parts. 
One was the secretary of.the * gemeinde’” formed 
of refugees from. Amsterdam and Northern -Hol- 
land and who had been brought here under the 
auspices of the Dutch Underground Movement. 
He told me that .the Kehilla numbers over 350 
souls. “They are suffering desperate want, 
“Some of the parents are separated from their 
children and many of the children here are being 


cared for by the local clergy and the warm- 
hearted peasants of the villages. But the feas 
that these children might be lost tothe Jewish 
community haunts them and they are altemping 


tO Organise some form of religious msiruction for 
them. 

* The other civilian present. was a relugee from 
Germany, one time Professor of Surgery in Berlin 
University. Thanks jo the Underground Move- 
ment and the false identity papers with which he 
was , provided, he managed to escape the clutches 
of the Gestapo.” 


Chaplain’s Difficulties in S.E.A.C. 


The. Jewish Chaplain with the I4th Army, the Rev. 
M.A. Jaffe, gives an idea of the nature of C haplaincy 
work in South-East Asia: 

“IT have just returned from one of the. most 
strenuous tours | have ever made, having been as 
far forward as it was possible to go. conducting a 
service each day of Chanucah. During one service 
we sang * Maoz Tzur * as our guns pounded the Jap 
position a few miles away. 

With regard to numbers of Jewish personnel, 
this is one of the very grave difficulties with which 
I am having to contend. I have asked for Nominal 
Rolls, but the replies, or lack of replies, do not 
eveirgive me an idea of what numbers I have. Many 
large units are split up into smal? sections scattered 
all over the juagie, and it is nothing to come to a 
formation with 30 Jews and find that 25 are in the 
jungle, each Jew being separated from the other by 
20 or 30 miles, and’ * requires a day on foot to reach 
one of them. Why, more often than not the main 
roads joining important towns are no more than 
sand tracks, and alter a few hours’ driving one gets 
shaken almost sick. While travelling on one such 
route during my last tour, | had to wait seven hours 
for the tide to rise in a certain river so that the small 
ferry barge could take my car across, and I arrived 
at my destination for that day at midnight, having 
been on the toad Since eight in the morning. 

The following is an extract from a letter recently 
semt by the Jewish R.A.F. Chaplain with the B.L.A.. 
the Rev. Dr. L. M. Sanker, regarding a C hanucah 
eet held by him: 

e had a very successful service in Eindhoven 
last Sunday. attended by Service personnel and about 
35 of the local Jewish community, Rabbi Frank, 
of Eindhoven, participated in the service, and local 
children kindled the lights. Distribution of cigarettes 
and sweets tollowed (mainly {fo civilians, by the 
unanimity of troops present). It was a fervent, 
moving and very memorable afternoon.”

THE PRESENT MAN-POWER 
PROBLEM 


How Jewish Army Policy Could Help 
From Captain JEREMIAH HELPERN 


(Acting-Chairman, Committee for a Jewish Army) 
fo the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—On July 4, 1944, during the debate initiated 
by Lord Straboilgi, President of the Committee for 
a Jewish Army, Lord Croft, the Under-Secretary 
for War, said that the war would probably be over 
long before the Jewish Army could, on the most 
optimistic view, be ready to take the field. (Lord 
Croft considered a minimum of eight months 
necessary to train such an army or division.) 

In a Memorandum dated July 20, 1944, addressed to Sir 
James Grigg, the Secretary of State for War, shortly before 
he received the deputation of the Committee for a Jewish 
Army, we made the following remark in connection with the 
Statement by Lord Croft: 

“The optimistic view taken by Lord Croft is a matter of 
speculation ; and we think it a dangerous one to be brought 
to the public in the midst of the war, before our forces have 
come to grips with the. main German reserves. Whether 
the war will be over in eight months or more, nobody can 
guarantee. From the military point of view at all times, 
there is only one attitude to take, and that is, ‘to hope for 
the best and prepare for the worst.” Germany can only be 
defeated if our war nrachine is strengthened daily. The 
Achilles heel of the Axis is manpower—which they cannot 
replace, and which we must increase." 


Now seven months have passed out of the eight in which Ux © 


war was to have been ended, according to Lord Croft. And 
only a few days ago the British Government took a decision 
to make an urgent call for an additional quarter of a million 
men. Mr. H. C. Emerson was appointed tw find this man- 
power in a very short time, which is not expected, however, 
to be less than three months. This, by the way, coincides 
with the recent crisis over man-power m Canada. 

if the Jewish Army proposal had been accepted at the 
beginning of the war, or even later, the British Government 
would not have regretted it now. But leaving the past to 
the historians, the Committee for a Jewish Army. which has 
not slackened its efforts for a moment, would draw attention 
to the following for consideration: If H.M. Government 
would declare that it was ready to enlist all Jews throughout 
the world not yet serving, in a Jewish Army, or a Jewish 
Army Corps Greup, provided that these volunteers could 
themselves secure the prior permission of their Governments 
so to enlist, we have no doubt that even at the present moment 
a useful part of the required man-power could be provided 
in this way. : 

It ts true that such recruiting would need not only the 
permission but strong backing from the British Government 
If, however, 
the Committee for a Jewish Army were supported in this 
task, w could do a great deal to recruit Jewish man- 
power in this way. A Parliamentary deputation of the Com- 
mittee for a Jewish Army will shortly meet the Secretary for 
War agam and will discuss this matter with him in detail.

“FUNDS ” 
Zionists Not to Blame

Sin,—-The trenchant remarks in your leading 
arucle “Funds,” about the drain on communal 
resources Dy monster appeals for Overseas causes 
should be taken to heart by those who. guide the 
destinies of Anglo-Jewry. 

It-is an unfortunate fact that there are some in the Zionist 
camp (the word “some” should be stressed, since the attitude 
8 net common to all Zionists, nor 8 @ a concomitant of 
the Zionist faith) who look upon British Jewry only as a 
mikh-cow on whom others may nourish themsclives. It 
is not to be overlooked, however, that, though the finger of 
rebuke is often pointed at the Zionists, the disposition to 
disregard Anglo-Jewish needs is shared in an equally great 
degree by the non-Ziontsts. The only difference is that 
m their own causes the Zionists are more energetic, more 
imaginative. and more generous. 

The lack of imagination m our home charities is truly 
amazing. They still rely on the slow and gentle methods of 
the small Jewish communities of Victorian days. What 
eflort has Anglo-Jewry made adequately to equip itsclf to 
do tts duty by British Jewry ?. As for the Joint Emergency 
Committee for Jewish Religious Education, one of the 
principal tasks of its. officers seems to be to cut the estimates 
of ts administrative staff: Treasury scissors will not fashion 
a God-fearing, Torah-loving Ang'>-Jewry. In both organisa- 
reconstruction commiutiee sitting. That kind of 
bird dmes not lay golden eggs ; but a bold plan and an.imagina- 


‘tive lead may bring in their train the. necessary ‘material 


resources. 
Yet the. rock-bottom consideration remains that, in 
practice, f a large sum is to be raised the big donors must 


take the plunge, and for Jewish religious needs ‘our million- 


aires have hitherto shown no disposition to bestir themselves. 
The vision of the Chairmen of the Central British Fund and 
the Unned Palestine Appeal bending together in an equally 
colossal effort for Anglo-Jewish needs would be stimulating, 
but | suppose it is only a vision. Perhaps the grandees who 
by adhering to the Jewish Fellowship have proclaimed their 
personal interest in a religious revival, would like to take 
the matter up.

A LITTLE BOOK OF GREAT 
IMPORTANCE 


Synagogue and Society. By Dr. lonaz MAYBAUM. 
James Clarke and Co., 7s. 6d. 


This little book has an importance altogether dis- 
proportionate to its size, or to its somewhat amorphic 
shape. Within the compass of its few pages and 
despite the fact that it is more a collection of loosely 
connected essays than a systematic cxammation, it 
drills right through the dead crust of commonplace 
Jewish thought and reaches down to those livin 
streams of Judaism which are eternally fresh an 
which bring promise of the richest fertility at all 
times when brought to bear upon the current 
situation of the Jew. 

It is to be observed almost without cxception in history 
that thode reorientations of ideas which enable man to advance 
a Vittle further towards truth filter through from the ercater 
intellects downwards This process of the reorientation of 
ideas in the case of a great religious order of life like 
Judaism is even more necessary than in other religious 
systems, because with Judaism there is no place for reform, 
in the sense in which that activity may be needed, say, for 
the different schemes of Christianity. The Christian can, 
from time to time, review his dogma and adjust it in the 
light of the development of current thought and religious 
philosuohy. The Jew who has a “ life *’ rather than a theology 
cannot adjust or reform it any more than he can vary the 
colour of his ¢yes. ‘He can only rcorientate his own mind, 
adjust the focus of his intellectual apprehension, to it in the 
light of knowledge and yet more knowledge, for Judaism 
keeps pace with all human knowledgc, and when the nitwits 
and the know-nauehts deem it out of date the fact really is 
that its leaders of thought have “ ict up” in the devotion 
of theic “ studies,”’ that they have strayed away after faisc 
gods. of in some other way disposed of their time than by 
devoting it to the study of Judaism. 

Such a state of affairs is all too apparent to-<day. That is 
why a littl book like this, which cuts right through. a host 
of stupid misconceptions, of outmoded validitics and dull 
misapprehensions, ant tells the intelligent Jew the where and 
the why of his Jewishness is so very, very important. 

De. Maybaum is a subtle and sensitive and profound 
thinker He is immensely and impressively sincere... A 
stranger to the Anglo-Jewish community reading this book 
would presume that its author was a high dignitary of our 


British Rabbinate, or at least a commanding influence in our 


religious Ministry. . Unfortunately, Anglo-Jewry has not so 
honoured itself, or a book like this one of his would be 
sure of the careful and reverent consideration it deserves 
amongst the intelligentsia of the community 


A “Rationale ” of Judaism 


It is to be hoped, however, that our faithfulness to ibe 
ways of our Bibdiical forebcars, at least so far as the treatment 
of genuine thinkers of true prophets is concerned, will not 
prevent every Jcow who has some brains and the willingness 
to use them from giving Dr. Maybaum’s book the most 
careful attention. A respectable “ rationale “” for the Jewish- 
ness of the intelligent Jew in our times is long overdue. We 
are sull, for the bulk of our community, carrying on by 
means of the almost completely spent impetus of initcliectual 
energy which reaches down to us feebliv: from the far-away 
days of Haskalah and Moses Mendelssohn. Religiously and 
philosophically. Anglo-lewry, that is to say those of us who 
retain any Judaism beyond habit and an uneasy sense of 
fateful external pressure, have lost all intelligent consciousness 
of the significance for to-day and to-morrow of Judaism, of 
real Traditional Judaism. not, to use the late Rev. “A. A. 
Green's description of Reform. “ Punch ahd Judyism.” 
Since men, even the stupidest men. must have some sort of 
purpose and bope, however vague. however repressed, the 
modern Jew has. stampeded unthinkingly into de-Judaised

_ Zionist Economic Policy: Hard Facts, By Z. 
STALBOW. Anglo-Palestinian Club, ‘1s.

Funds was less than £12,000,000, to which the same individual 
Zionists have largely contributed.” . 

Mr. Nettler. in his foreword, points the moral: “ We must 
recognise that the financial means necessary cannot be raised 
by gifts or voluntary contributions only, or even largcly. Not 
all the money which a generous Jewish people are willing 
to give as gifts can provide for a modest part of our enor 
mous needs.” 

Mr. Stalbow cemplains of the “ official Zionist attitude ” 
to the middleclass settlers. calling their immigration the 
“ Nalewki Aliah,” thereby lowering its prestige in the cycs 
of the Jewish world, and attacking the settlers themscives 
as “ Boazim. capitalists, and exploiters.’ “ There is no 
possibility,”” he urges, “ of the K.-H. and the 1.N.F. ever 
raising the hundreds of millions required to build a Jewish 
Palestine,”” and he contends that without the individual Jews 
who brought in material wealth and with it arcater facilities 
for the increase of Jewish population the Labour movemem 
would not have been so strong and vociferous.

FRIENDLY WHITECHAPEL 


This Whitechapel of Ours. By A. M. Kaizen. 
Narod Press. 


Reviewed by Joseph Leftwich 


It is a disarming title Mr. Kaizer has chosen for 


his book of. sketches of London Jewish life: He 
has neither the condescension of the outsider, nor 
the sense of grievance of many of the insiders. He 


writes of it good-humouredly, and if he laughs at 
its oddities, he does so as one who belongs to it, is 
part of it, “ And I, A. M. Kaizer, myself a White- 
chapeler since my youth,” he writes, ** have painted 
a portrait of this Whitechapel of: ours, so that the 
world may see what it is like, my dear, friendly 
Whitechapel.” 

We hear too much of Whitechapel bDcing 
and scorned Jewry, treated with contempt by Icw and fon 
Jew,’ as a writer in an American Jewish periodical deseriboed 
it m 1930. On as an caotic, Outlandish sort of place, as a 
visitor reporting m the columns of a German Jewish paper 
tound it only two or three years before Hiticr. This disdain 
is not only. for Whitechapei but for all the ghcttoes, jost 
as much for the East Side of New York and for the Nalewki 
of Warsaw, now alas. no more. It is based on a distaste 
for the concentrated Jewish life of the ghetto. Zangwill, 
who immortalised the Whitechapd gheito, once took to task 
a Mr. Warner, who". sneers at the ghetto,”’ and he explained 
to him that the ecasence of the ghetto is taat “ it has Syna- 
gogucs more numerows even than fublic-houscs in Britain,”’ 
that ° the centre of the ghetto was God.’ and that “* through 
whatever mists of legend, the ghetto looked back to Sinai and 
forward to the Miiennium, to the day when tcn men of all 
nations should take bold of the skirt of a Jew. saying we 
wll eo with you, for we have heard that Gad is with you.”’

if there js anything wrong with this Whiechape! of. ours 
to-day it is surely the decline of the intense relimious Jewrsh- 
ness of that older gencration of which Zangwill wrote, the 
spirit of “ the Sons of the Covenant.’

indignant not-, when he imagincs Moses come back to life, 
wandering from the Zionist Organisation to the New Zionist 
Organisation, the Poale Zion, Mizrachi, Agudah, and the rest, 
in search of a certificate for Palestine, and being turned away 
everywhere because of some bureaucratic rule or Party slogan, 
till he dies dispirited and exhausted. and immediatcly a new 
memorial fund is started for him, with a reception at the 
Dorchester Hotel

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
The Voice of Silence 


“Rest quietly in the Lord; wait patiently for* 


him.” 


IFE is to-day a strident clamorous affair. For 

- the most part it was even more noisy and restless 
before the war began, though there can be few 
people, except in the most isolated spots, who have 
not at some time in these last five years made the 
uaintance of the mosi terrible and shattering 
noises that have ever fallen upon human ears. Before 
the war there was founded an anti-noise league ; men 
of science had been warning the nation of the evil 
effects of noise: upon ears and nerves: and an 
energetic Minister of Transport had made great 
efforts to reduce the hootings and clangings of. the 
ever-increasing traffic. The vast majority of people, 
however. get so used to noise that they hardly hear it. 
The young generation—dquite apart from the war— 
knows nothing of the value of quiet, and understands 
by silence merely a temporary and often awkward 
cessation of noise and movement. Even children 


_ to-day are not taught at all the discipline of silence. 


If anyone thinks that these considerations have 
nothing to do with the decay of religious feeling, of 
God-consciousness, he is utterly mistaken. They 
have a great deal to do with it. The most powerful 
enemy of religion is restlessness, in the sense in which 
the English editors of the Bible translated the word 
dom OT", which means to be silent (in Psalm 37), 
by the word “ rest "mn the Lord. The phrase really 
means: be: silent, rest quietly, confidently, in the 
Lord. Most religious bodies have used: and. still 
use, much noise and shouting and wordy argument 
to attain their ideals; but the essence of religion is 
and remains quiet, peace, the absence of all. noise 
and agitation, active silence in the sense that justifies 
the amazing but true paradox: the voice of silence. 


LL. those forces which give silence no place in 
hie except m sleep, or in the lonely places of the 
country, or of the heart, are the enemies of religion 
It is not sufficiently realised how great a part, an 
active part, silence has played in all the highest forms 
of religion ; for the essence of the religious spirit is 
a receptive powell, a waiting, a listening, an expectant 
attitude of mind Among the preparatory instruc- 
tions to the initiates of the worshippers of Mithra 
* Lay thy right finger upon thy 
mouth, and say: Silence, stience. symbo} of the living, 
the mmperishable God.” Egyptian worshippers called 
God Lord of the silent, because it was only in silence 
that man coulki find him: and they addressed him 
thus: ** thou sweet well for him that thirsteth in the 
desert; 1 is closed to him that speaks, but open to 
him who ss silent.” 

Great importance was attached to silence—carried 
though it was very much to excess——by the monastic 
orders of the Catholic Church; such as the Trappisis 
The great Jewish teachers 
of the past were well aware of the irreplaceable value 
of silence in religious worship, and indeed in ordinary 
life. They learned tt from the great prophets and 
psalmusts of Israel, who exalted silence above speech, 
and who so often proclaimed themselves, like Moses, 
slow and halting tn the use of the tongue. [It was in 
the Hebrew spirit that Carlyle wrotc: “ Silence is the 
element m which great things fashion themselves 
together. Sneech is of time: silence is of eternity.” 
It is not by chance that one of the most truly religious 
bodies of men and women in the world to-day, the 
Quakens, should carry on their pubjic worship largely 
m silence. 

lt is, therefore, strange that the principal test of 
the religious leader, particularly among us Jews, 
is his power of speech! Very ‘wisely and very 
Significantly did the Rabbis. preface the great Amida 
prayer with the Psalmist’s words: **O Lord, open 
thou my lips that my mouth may declare thy praise” : 
and closed it with the words: “ O my God, guard 
my tongue from evil, and my lips from speaking 
guile.” God, they said, in a beautiful thought, had 
provided a double protection for the tongue by 
means of the lips and of the tecth. 

F silence can have a voice, can be. spiritually 

articulate, so can tt also be elaguent. In a Times 
newspaper article some time ago occur these words, 
which are as true as they are simple: ** People are 
apt to think too much of prayer as a means of tell- 
ing their wants to God, and too seldom of. it as a 
time when they may hear what God would say to 
them.”” So it i good that all of us should remind 
ourselves that the Synagogue is a sanctuary, a holy 
place, in which to listen, not merely to spoken prayer, 
to uttered words, but to unheard voices, ind it is 
these voices to which the spiritual ear must ottere 
itse in order to hear. It is well known that of what 
is an almost infinite range of musical notes, the 
human car can hear only a few poor octaves; all 
the rest is beyond its capacity. This is also true of 
the ears of the spirit. Its capacity is certainly limued, 
so far as our experience goes. But the position of 
mostot us ts that we are able to hear, so to say, but 
one solitary octave, just a few, well-known, con- 
ventional notes, and these we hear so often-that we 
become dulled to their sound: and it is only in the 
cultivation of the art of patient listening that the 
range can be enlarged. 

It is not easy to attune ourselves to: the true 
atmosphere .of the sanctuary; it takes time before 
our minds can cease to occupy themselves with the 
external affairs of life, and listen silently to the 
messages of the spirit which come to the humble, 
searching soul. The most heartfelt prayers are often 
the most inarticulate, and waiting patiently is more 
ofien the sincerest act of worship. What the old 
ecclesiastic Hooker said remains true. “ Our safest 
eloquence concerning God is our silence.” 

We are not quictists or Quakers or mysties. Our 
active life, we may be sure, is blessed in the sight of 
God. The hum and clang and noise.of toil in its 
myriad forms has a music and an inspiration of its 
own no less than the blessed chatter And shouis of 
children. But in the many hours when we do not 
work, when children sleep, in the times when our 
nearer aims are lying fallow in our minds, when our 
energies are spent, and we can only wait for the 
fruition which time alone can bring, then there 
remains for us, always ready to vindicate its own 
truth, the genuine spirit of worship, dependent upon 
no time or place, and accessible to all: the 
Strengthening pewer of silence. This is the true 
meaning of the Psalmist’s words: “ Rest quietly in 
the Lord, and wait patiently for him, and he will 
give thee thy heart’s desires.”

There can be no return to former 
positions and we have warned the responsible leaders 
of the world. We are now facing the most urgent 
of all problems—Aliyah. Hundreds of thousands of 

ven and women, and especially young people, are 
striving to come to Palestine. It is their last hope— 
let it not be betrayed.” 

Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, Treasurer of the Jewish 
Agency, reported on national finances. He said that 
Keren Hayesod expenditure during the current year 
would amount to £4,300,000, and that ihe combined 
national budget, including the budgets of Hadassah, 
Wizo, and the Hebrew University, totalled £5,600,000. 
Nearly £5,000,000, he added, was raised by the 
Keren Hayesod during the five years of war and 
£12,500,000 during the 25 years of its existence: 
64 per cent of the war-time income of the Fund came 
from the U.S.A. The Fund contributed 62 per cent 
of the budget of the Jewish Agency. 7 per cent came 
from the Keren Kayemet, 6 per cent from special 
drives, and 25 per cent from other sources: 29 per 
cent of this budget was spent on colonisation, 23 per 
cent on political work, 11 per cent on labour. 7 per 
cent on urban settlement, and the rest on various 


minor items. 


The Jewish Agency, Mr. Kaplan continued, spent 
nearly £1,000,000 for rescue work, although they 
did little and were late in many cases. Nevertheless, 
they succeeded in bringing 14,000 people to Palestine, 
of whom only $0 per cent came trom European 
countrics. . The arrivals included 22 per cent 
children and one per cent people with their own 
means. All the others needed work and they had 
provided work for them At present tnere was, 
fortunately, not a single unemployed person in the 
country. 


The Foremost Task 


Absorption of, new immigrants and colorfisation 
was. al present roremos! task of the Jewrsh 
Agenc’, declared Mr. Kaplan... During the last 
cizght new settlements had been. established by the 
Keren Hayesod and one by the Pica Nearly 
£600,000 was spent for purposes of national organisa- 
tion and security: They aimed at raring £4.000,000 
during the current year through collections, and 
were making éfiorts to obtain a £1.200,000 loan from 
Lloyds Bank in order to establish 12 new settlements 
in addition to five settlements for demobilised 
saidiers. 

Turning to the question of industrial development, 
Mr. Kaplan stressed the need to reduce the high cost 
of living so as to bring ‘down the. index from the 
present 250 to 150 points. “ If we maintain the 
present hich rate of living we are exposed to the 
danger of losine the economic battle after the war,” 
he warned. “ We must break the vicious circle of 
rising wages and nfices in order to avoid tnflation 
and economic deciine. 

Cert in conditions are needed fOr the normal 
development of the country and the absorption of a 
large immigration.” he concluded, “namely, a suit- 
able political regime and adeauate financtal’ help 
from the democratic world. Every expert has come 


to the conclusion that under favourable conditions . 


Palestine large scale is 
possible *’ 

Mr. Eliahu. Dobkin. Director of the Jewish Agency 
Immieration Department, reported on Aliyah. He 
complained that the. Mandatory Power had been 
irvine by every means to slow down the pace of 
immigration. but a. crisis had now heen reached 
through the immieration policy of the White Paper. 
and there was no way out of a situation where scores 
of thousands of refugees fleecing from the sword ‘of 
destruction were desneratelvy knocking at the gates 
of Palestine. The grim reality of the Diaspora had 
reached preportions with which the Whiie Paper 
policy was unable to cope. — 7 


Survivors in Europe 


Three-quarters of a millon Jews had survived in 
libercted territories or found refuge in Allied and 
neutral countries, Mr. Dobkin said. There. are 
350.000 Jews in. Rumania, 45.000,in Bulgaria, 10.000 
in Greece, 2,000 in Poland, 180,000 in France, 22,000 
in Belgium, and 25.000 in Ttaly: 13,000 refugees 
were living in Sweden, 26,000 in Switzerland, 50,000 
in England, and 15.000 in various other countries. 
It was not yet possible to estimate the number of 
Jews remaining in the still occupied part of Poland, 
in Czechoslovakia, and in Holland. One thing. how- 
ever, had become clear:. of every six Jews living in 
Europe before the war only one was left, and more

Speaking on the efforts‘to save the children, Mr. 
Dobkin thanked the Churches and Christian organi- 
sations, which had saved the lives of many of them, 
* hut we shall never agree.” he added, “ that those 
children remain outside Jewry, and we appeal! to the 
world: let the Jewish orphans come to Palestine! 
We shall need huge sums for this rescue Work,”” he 
went on; “* £3,000.000 will be needed as a basic

Mr, Isaac Gruenbaum, head of the Central Rescue 
Committee, bitterly attacked the Governments. of 
the United Nations for their failure to take effective 
steps to prevent the mass annihilation of Jews in 
Europe. * The Allies,” he said, “‘ could have saved 
at least 200.000 to 300,000 Jews had they really 
wanted to. But the rescue of Jews was not an im- 
portant part in the <trategic and tactical calculations.” 

Dr. Emil Shmorak, head of the Jewish Agency 
Department for Trade and Industry, speaking on 
post-war economic tasks, said that “ accordine to 
indications coming from England and the United 
States, we must consider the possibility that the 
solution of our problem will be postponed. This is 
a grave disappointment. We thought that we would 
be able to start a big scheme of construttion coin- 
ciding with 4 change in the regime.”

Political Address

The 17th annual conference of the Torah Va'Avodah 
Organisation, which took place in Manchester: last 
week, was attended by a large number of delegates 
representing societies in London, Birmingham, Liver- 
pool, Leeds, Cardiff, Glasgow, and Manchester. 
Chaver Arich Fink, a member of HaPoe! HaMizrachi 
Students’ Organisation “ Yavneh,” who is now 
stationed with a Palestinian unit in this country, 
brought greetings from Eretz Yisrael. 3 

Mr. Myer Silverstone, Chairman of the Organtsa- 
tion, said that they could point with pride to the 
achievements of their own HaPocl HaMizrachi 
movement, which continued to make an outstanding 
contribution in colonisation, co-operative enterprise 
in the towns, and in the field of cducation and the 
furtherance of Torah-true Judaism. The astounding 
success of HaPoe! HaMizrachi in the recent Assctat 
Hanivcharim elections was an unmistakable sign of 


‘ the confidence reposed in the movement by the whole 


Yishuy. 

Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, Communal Rav of Man- 
chester and an Hon. Officer of the Mizrachi Federa- 
tion,spoke on Land:and Community: The Réle 
of Religious Jewry.” He made a plea for increased 
support for the cause of religious Zionism. 

Speaking on “ Our Future Tasks,” the Rev. J.

Political Session

_ THE WISE AND SILVER 
CLASH 


Background of the Resignations 


Our New York correspondent gives below the 
background to the conflict between Drs. Wise and 
Silver in the U.S. Zionist Emergency Council (the 
new election to which. following the clash, 1s 
reported on page | of this issue). : 

The basic conflict between Dr. Abba Hillel 
Silver and Dr. Stephen Wise is one between an 
aggressive and a moderate Palestine policy within 
the American Zionist Emergency Council, and it 
is also one between personalities (he writes). 

Unconfirmed charges claim that Dr. Silver is a 
supporter of Governor Dewey, and is impatient 
with ‘the U.S. attitude on Palestine, and that he ts 
persona non grata at the White House, while Dr. 
Wise is devoted to President Roosevelt and is 
confident that the President will eventually fulfil 
his pledge of American.aid in the spirit of the 
Balfour Declaration. 

Dr, Silver is said to resent the role played by 
the foreigner, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, in American 
Zionist affairs, especially his recent visit to the 
State Depariment in Washington, following the 
recent conference in Atantic City of the World 
Jewish Congress. Dr. Silver believes that Dr. 
Goldmann misrepresented Mr. Stettinius’s message. 

Dr. Silver, an admittedly powerful leader in 
marshalling public sentiment: around Palestine, ts 
believed to be at his best when working alone, 
while Dr. Wise is amenable to. organisational 
discipline. The latter’s leadership was vindicated 
by his election as sole head of the Zionist Emer- 
gency Council, 

Dr. Silver abused the Council decision not to 
press for the Palestine resolution in Congress now 
in deference to the State Department's wishes and 
a special request from the President. 

An interview I have had with a leading member 
of the Zionist Emergency Council may be summed 
up as follows. 

Q.: * What is the background of the clash?” 

A: “Tt revolves. about the resolution by the 
Zionist Emergency Council not to proceed with the 
Congressional resolution at this ume.” 


Pressure on Congress 


Q.: “In what way did Dr. Silver violate it?” 

A.: “ In Washington he pressed hard for the 
passage of the resolution. The rest of us felt that 
it should not be: pressed in the hight of the State 
Department and White House's request for its 
deferment. One can easily understand why. The 
President was in the midst of various. disagrec- 
mems with England over the situation in Greece, 
Italy, and Belgium, and did not wish for. addi- 
tional friction. Inasmuch as we have directly asked 
for his advice, the least one could do was to abide 


by his washes. 


“ Despite it, pressure was applied upon Congress 
by Dr. Silver’ in the name of the Zionist: Emer- 
gency Council, contrary to the majority sentiment. 
In consequence, the President took the definite 
line of. asking the Congressional Committee 
through the State Department not to take action.”’ 

Q©.: “In view of Dr: Silver's resignation, do you 
foresee further conflict? Do you think Dr. Silver 
will work as a good soldier?” 

A.: “He may seek a dominating position in. the 
Ziomst Organisation of America.” 

Q.>" Will Dr. Wise be less militant hereafter?” 

A.” Militant "is the wrong word. It would be 
traducing Dr. Wise, who has always held for a 
strong position in Jewish matters in Congress and 
on the. Palestine question. Our line. will not be 
one of aggressive attack on the President. Cer- 


tainly that. will. not be Dr, Wise’s line. -1 think 


we shall continue to. inform public opinion by 


propaganda and the inevitable necessary activities 


in Washington. 

Q.: “ Will the Bergson crowd have any bearing 
on the future course of the Palestine resolition?” 

A.: “ The so-called Hebrew National Com- 
mittce’s activities played no part at all in. this. 
They figure more promi catly in the public eye 
through the Emergency Committee. to Rescue 
European Jews.” 

Q.: “* Will the Mizrachi threat to aline with al 
forces m Zionism seeking ah opportunity to create 
an ageressive front be of any harm?” 

A.: “ The Mizrachi were simply covering them- 
selves because they had issued a public. statement 
that if Dr. Silver were not appointed Chairman 
they would: withdraw. But when it came to a 
showdown they found that they could not, so they 
just issued another statement which does not Jook 
very well in‘ public print.” 


DIAMOND INDUSTRY DELEGATION 
IN LONDON 


A delegation of the Palestine diamond industry, 
composed of Messrs. Oved Benami and Abraham 
Arnield, has arrived in London to negotiate with the 
World Diamond Cartel and the Colonial Office con- 
cerning the post-war future of the industry. 

Palestine will hav exported during the current 
year diamonds to the value of nearly £4,000,000, 
announced Mr, Walsh, Chairman of the Diamond 
Control Board in Jerusalem; on the occasidn of 
the publication of the fourth volume of the Pales- 
tine Industrial Catalogue.. The Assistant Controller, 
Mr, Mulford, stated that all criticism should be 
directed towards the people in the diamond indusiry 
and not towards the Palestine Government if they 
could not maintain the tndustry after the war also. 

The ~ President and members of the British 
Diamond Manufacturers’ Association recently enter- 
tamed the delegation at the Carlton Hotel. 

A suggestion by Mr. Ben-Ami that an inter- 
7 conterence of representatives of all 
diamond-cutting countries be held to plan the in- 
dustry for the post-war period in order to avoid 
competition and to. fix a scale of wages was 
accepied, and the President of the British Diamond 
Manufacturers’ Association will make: preliminary 
arrangements to call such a conference in London 


as SOOM as circumstances permit. 


*,* Another delegation from Palestine has been in London 
for some time undertaking negotiations with the Government 
—~that of the citrus industry. 


SILVER TROUNCES WISE 
Blast and Counter-Blast 


In connection with the clash between Dr. Wise 
and Dr. Silver. our New York correspondent on 
Wednesday cabled the latest developments as 
follows: 

Dr. Silver has just issued a hot counter-blast trom 
Cleveland, his home city, against Dr. Wise, who had 
charged him with “ deliberately and persistently 
contravening the decisions of the Council in a 
matter of supreme importance, to the lasting hurt 
of our sacred cause.” : 

Dr. Silver's rejoinder ts as follows: 

“Tam greatly amused. No officer of the Zionist 
Emergency Council has so flagrantly and frequently 
contravened decisions as Dr. Wise. The minutes 
of the Council will show that Dr. Wise was time 
and again criticised for unauthorised conduct and 
undisciplined actions, The worst and most recent 
instance was the fatal telégram he dispatched with- 
out my knowledge to the Secretary of State on the 
very eve when Senator Wagner and I were scheduled 
to see him to persuade the State Department and the 
President to withdraw their objections to the pas- 
sage of the Palestine Resolution. 

“In this telegram, sent by Dr. Wise on his own, 
without consultmeg the Council, he stated that while 
he would be happy if approval were given to the 
resolution, he and many associates do not wish 
Rction to be taken contrary to the recommendations 
of the State Department and President. This com- 
pletely nullified the whole purpose of the visit and 
more than any other factor was responsible for 
shelving the Palestine Resolution. 

* All too often. Dr. Wise has treated the Zionist 
Movement in the United States as a piece of per- 
sonal property and has bitterly resented any new 
leadership that threatened his monopoly. His 
Shtadlanut in Washington has been an egregious 
failure for many years, not only as far’as Zionism 
is concerned, This weak-kneed Shtadlanut policy 
has accomplished next to nothing for our people 
during these tragic yeats of slaughter and acnthi- 
lation.”’ 

Dr. Wise’s sole retort to the foregoing attack is: 
have had and shall have no personal controversy 
with Dr. Silver. The Zionist Emergency Council 
has passed judgment upon the issue involved by the 
acceptance of his resignation.” 


Dr. Goldstein Joins In 


Dr. Isracl Goldstein, President of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, has just issued a state- 
ment announcing that the Zionist Emergency 
Council unanimously resolved not to press the 
Palestine. Resolutions in the House and Senate, 
“unless and until the preliminary approval of the 
Executive Branch of the Government shall have 
been secured.”’ 

He also commented on the action by Dr. Silver, 
who, according to Dr. Goldstein, went to Washington 
and “personally interviewed Congressmen and 
Senators, especially in key positions, urging them to 
put the resolution through as quickly as possible.” 
It is said that Dr. Silver did this “ without the know- 
ledge or consent of the Emergency Council.”’ 


Z.0.A. SUPPORT FOR DR. WISE 


‘ The Zionist Organisation of America will continue 
to give their full co-operation to the American 
Zionist Emergency Council, says a statement issued 
by Dr. Israel -Goldstem on behalf of the Organisation 
in New York on Sunday. The leaders of the Organi- 
sation, the statement adds, will, however, retain the 
right .to express their conscientious judgement on 
questions arising, abiding, of Course, by the will of 
the majority (reports tie J.T.A.). 

Dr. Goldstein disclosed that the Executive of the 
Z.0.A. had adopted a resolution declaring that Dr. 
Wise’s action in Washington was justified. 


DR. MAGNES AGAIN SUGGESTS 
BINATIONAL STATE 


The establishment of a binational Palestine on 
the basis. of numerical and political parity as 
between Jews and Arabs ts advocated by Dr. Judah 
L. Magnes,. President of the Hebrew University in 
Jerusalem, in a letter published in the Nation, New 
York, last week. 

The creation of a Jewish State or of an Arab 
State in Palestine will result in warfare in the 
country, Dr. Magnes says. Numerical and political 
parity between the two sections: of the population 
should be achieved by the immigration -of an addi- 
tional! 500,000 Jews into Palestine, which should be 
included in a federation with Syria, Lebanon, and 
Transjordan as the other autonomous members. he 
suggests... Dr. Magnes adds that the tempo of immi- 
gration of another 500,000 Jews’ will have to be 
limited by the country’s economic. absorptive 
capacity. He emphasises that he speaks for himself 
and several individuals of public standing, but. not 
ee of the Hebrew University.

POLISH PREMIER’S PLEDGE 


‘*No Discrimination Between 
Jew and Pole”’ 


“If Jews are to enjoy reali equality in the future 
Poland, as it is our desire that they shall, they 
must be freely admitted to all positions in political 
and economic life. They must be given every 
chance of employment in Government and Muni- 
cipal services, in factories, in mines, and on the 
land. There can be no barrier between Jew and 
Pole in future Poland and the Government over 
which I preside will make no discrimination.” 

This important statement outlining his policy 
was made to our Polish Correspondent by Thomasz 
Arciszewski, the new Polish Premier, in the course 
of an exclusive interview, 

General Sikorski, when. he formed: his Govern- 
ment in exile in 1939, made a point of clarifying 
his attitude towards the Jews. He ‘declared that Jews 
would enjoy the fullest equality. This he later 
defined in what was called “the Charter of 
Liberty ” (made public in Loridon .in 1941) as 
“ equal duties and equal rights.” 

When Mr, Mjkolajczyk Succeeded him, he, too, 
repeated this pledge and Jews as a whole sup- 
ported his Government as they had done that ol 


General Sikorski. 
Jews Uneay 


On Mr. Arciszewski’s tak.ng office, however, 
considerable uneasiness was caused among Jews 
hecause he included in his Cabinet representatives 
of the Nationalist Party (Endcks), which, betore 
the war, was responsible for much anti-Semitic 
propaganda and activity throughout. Poland. 

Endeks in the Sikorski and Mikolajczyk admint- 
strations had unequivocally subscribed to the 
pledges of. democracy and equality and their con- 
duct and influence were such as: lareely to. dispel 
apprehension. The Endeks now serving under Mr. 
Arciszewski, however, belong to a group: which 
opposed the Sikorski and Mikolajezyk Govern- 
ments. 

In his:speech to the National Counc, Mr. 
Arciszewski made appreciative references jo the 
Jews but did not make clear. what the new 
Cabinet's policy on the Jewish question would be. 
This was why our correspondent sought an imter- 
view with him. The interview took place in the 
Premier's office, formerly the home of Mr. Lioncl 
de Rothschild, in Kensington Palace Gardens. 

Our correspondent began by pornting out that 
Jews had the fullest confidence in the Premier, 
first as a Socialist leader and now as Premicr. 
They knew his record and the tradition and policy 
of his Party. Even in the darkest days when antt- 
Semitism was widespread in Poland, the* Polish 
Socialists were undaunted and fought and pro- 
tested against it. The purpose. of our cofrre- 
spondent’s ‘visit, was to find out from the Premier 
himself whether his policy was subscribed to by 
all those who had joined hits Cabinet 


Equality of Opportunity 


In reply, Mr. Arciszewski said: “As long as I 


am Premicr, determined to tollow the prin- 
ciple of equality. Jew and, Pole must be given 
equal opportunity.” 

He then went of to elaborate this statement, saying 
that by equality he meant the opening: up ‘of 
opportunity to them in all walks of life, both 
political and economic. “* The Jewish. masses must 
be given a chance to find @mployment where they 
wish, and to work freely and ‘unhindered in the 
factories, whether state-owned or .privaic.. In the 
future Poland: no. barrier must exist, no ghetto, 
no Segregation.’ And it is. only the Jewish 
masses are given that chance that the principte of 
equality can stand the test, 

“ Take the schools and universities,” he: con- 
tinued. “ Those who can and want to study must 
have the full chance to do so, Jew and Pole alike. 
The only ‘test must be ability, not race. The same 
is. the ‘case in the army. There must be Jewish 
generals just as there are Jewish privates. This is 
how. | visualise relations between Jew and Pole.’ 

Our correspondent next asked: “ But what

Laurence Steirhardt’s New 
Appointment 


Mr. Laurence. A. Steinhardt, the present U.S. 
Ambassador to Turkey, who has been nominated 
by President Roosevelt to be U.S. Ambassador to 
the Czechoslovak Government-in-Exile in London, 
is a lawyer and an economist as well as a diplomat. 
An old friend of President Roosevelt, Mr. Stein- 
hardt was the first diplomat to be appointed by Mr. 
Roosevelt when the President nominated him as 
Minister to Sweden in 1933, 

Mr. Steinhardt has since played a leading rdle in 
some of the most important diplomatic moves in 
which the U.S.A. was concerned in the past decade. 

As Ambassador to Turkey, he participated in the 
negotiations which culminated ig Turkey's sever- 
ance of diplomatic relations with Germany earlier 
this year. Before he entered the U.S.A. diplomatic 
service, Mr. Steinhardt conducted preliminary in- 
vestigations which led to U.S.A. Tecognition of the 

§.R. in 1933. He was U.S.A. Ambassador to 
the U.S.S.R. from 1939 to 1941. He became 
Ambassador to Turkey in January, 1942. 

During his term as Ambassador to Peru from 
1937 to 1939, Mr. Steinhardt helped to prepare tor 
the eighth Pan-American Conference in Lima, and, 
under the direction of Mr. Cordell Hull, then U S.A. 
Secretary of State, participated in the achieve- 
ment of the Declaration of Lima, the security pact 
of the twenty-one American Republics, in 1939. 

Mr. Steinhardt was born in New York on Octobe: 
6, 1892, the son of Adolph M. and Addie Unter- 
meyer Steinhardt. He received a Bachelor of Arts 
d soe from Colombia University, New. York, in 
i913, and. Master of Arts and Bachelor of Laws 
degrees in 1915. He worked as an accountant in 
1915-16, was admitted to the bar of the State of 
New York in 1916, and practised law until 1933. 

In the last war, Mr. Steinhardt served as a private 
and later as a sergeant in the 60th Field Artillery. 
Later he was a member of the Provost: Marshal 
General's staff and was counsel to the housing and 
health division ot the U.S. War Department. 

Mr. Sternhardt 1s the author of books and articles 
on. medical jurisprudertice, trade unionism, ¢con- 
omucs, and finance

JEWS IN LIBERATED 
POLAND 


Rebuilding Communal Life 


A steady trickle of Jews continues to arrive in 
lsberated Polish territory daly, states a Moscow 
report. After eluding German patrols, the Jews 
cross the Vistula, the east bank of which 1s held 
by Russian troops. Among them are a consid: 
erable number of doctors who are now serving in 
the Polish units attached to the Red Army, the 
report says. 

Meanwhile, the surviving Jews in the lrberated 
area are beginning to rebuild some sort of com- 
munal life. The Polish Committee of National 
Liberation has placed at the disposal of the Jewish 
Committee, which is headed by Dr Emil Sommer- 
the sum of 16,000,000 zlotys (approximately 
£335,000) to be used for relief and rehabilitation. 
The first appropriations made from the grant were 
used to establish a Jewish orphanage and .to 
re-open the Loblin Synagogue. 

A Yiddish newspaper will shortly be issued in 
the freed areas Printing equipment has been 
obtained from a Gestapo dump in Lublin. A 
daily half-hour Yiddish programme ts shortly to be 
broadcast over the L ubhn radio. 

The well-known “ Peretz House“ in Lublin, 
which was the headquarters of Jewish culural 
groups before the war, has been placed at the 
disposal of the Jewish community. It now houses 
all cultural and social institutions.

THE ITALIAN JEWISH TRAGEDY 


News of the horrors committed by the Germans 
in Italy is slowly beginning to arrive in this country, 
writes a correspondent. It 1s now known that the 
young Rabbi of Florence, Nathan Cassyto, son of 
Professor Umberto Cassuto, of Jerusalem, was 
deported, together with his wife; their fate as yet 
unknown. 

The same misfortune. befell. Rabbi Riccardo 
Pacifici, of Genoa; who was beaten in his office and 
compelled to summon the members of his flock by 
telephone. after which they were herded into waiting 
lorries and driven away to an unknown place. | 

Similar treatment ts believed to have been meted 
out to the Rabbi of Modena, In Pisa, a number of 
the leading members of the community were brutally 
murdered, including Commendatore Giuseppe Pardo 
Roques, formerly a great figure m civic and Jewish 
life, who was done to death in the mansion occupied 
by his family for two hundred years 

The Synagogue of Florence, said to be the most 
beautiful modern structure of the sort in Europe. 
was deliberaicly destroyed and sacked The 
municipality is reported to. have undertaken to 
réstore it, in commemoration of the prominent part 
played by Jews mn the local resistance movement. 

The stately 17th-century Synagogue of Leghorn, 
considéred to be even finer than the Sefardi places 
of worship of London and Amsterdam, is also in 
ruins. 

Everywhere, the Jewish population has been 
decimated by. massacre and deportations. Unfor- 
tunately, the “greater number of the Italian Jewish. 
communities, imcluding all the more nemerous 
(except for Rome) lie north of the present fighting- 
line. still in- German hands: and greater devastation 
still is to be anticipated among them 

In the. liberated zone, Jewish life is slowly being 
resumed. .A. great part is being played by the 
Palestinian Jewish soldiers,. who are bringing the 
_Jocal Jewries into touch again with general Jewish 
* life and the movement of national revival, and spend- 
ing a good deal of their spare time in educational 
and cultural activities among the children.

ESCAPED JEWISH PRISONERS 
Fought Nazis in the Warsaw Resistance 


have had: the opportunity of talking to two 
Transylvanian Jews who have escaped from Nazi 
captivity,. cables. our Balkans correspondent. On 
May 29 they had been deported, with thousands of 
other Jews, from Cluj. to Ikkvamed camp, Ausch- 
witz (Oswiecim), arriving there at the beginning 
of June. Of the 300,000 Jews confined there, 120,000 
old, sick,.and infirm people were exterminated by 
poison gas.: and 180,000 able-bodied. prisoners were 
sent to different places for forced labour. Sixty 
thousand Jews were sent to Warsaw. and arrived 
there, together with 4,500 other Jews from Hungary, 
on June 9 and were confined in the notorious ghetto. 
They: were ordered to pull down the ruins of the 
. buildings and carry away the rubble. After fighting 
with Genera! Bor in hys resistance uprising, these two 
Jews managed to escape by using false documents. 
They have no knowledge of the fate of the rest of 
the Jews in Warsaw.

BUDAPEST JEWS’ FATE 
75,000 Survivors Facing Death 


The graves alarm is felt for the surviving Jews 
of Budapes following a statement by Szalasy 
threatening to massacre ail the Jews: prior to. the 
occupation of the city by the Red Army. 

It is known that fewer than 75,000 Jews remained 
in Budapest at the beginning of last month follow- 
ing a pogrom in which thousands of Jews were 
kitted and the “ death march” of 100,000 Jews 
to the Austrian frontier, Special Arrow Cross 
units have been assigned the fask of watching the 
ghettoes and killing all Jews before retreating.

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THE PRIMROSE PROPHET 


DESPITE his heroic and self-effacing preoccupation with 
the Greek imbroglio, the Prime MINISTER found tme.to 
address a significant New Year message to the Primrose 
League, of which he is Grand Master. This body, as some 
still alive may remember, was formed on the morrow of 
BENJAMIN DisRakELi's death, to commemorate the great 
statesman and carry on his teachings, and so It was fitting 
that the main theme of the message was devoted to an 
estimate of Disraet's political faith. It had also a special 
timeliness, seeing that, as Mr. CHURCHILL remarked, it is 
just upon a hundred years since the publication of Dis- 
RAELI'S “ Sybil "—“a work of fiction that was not only 


a literary but also a political event.” - | 
The Pri ASTER sees. in Disraeii, “a great and 


wise nineteenth-century statesman, and in his speeches and 
writings, a mine‘ of political sagacwy. He loved his 
country With a romantic passion ~—to which one might add 
that he loved and treasured her honour no less. DISRAELI, 
Mr. CHURCHILL pointed out, had a profound faith in the 
greatness of the English character and “a burning desire 
to. bring about gn improvement in the condition of the 
people.” He was, that is to say, one of the pioneers in the 
active political world of what we all now acclaim as social 
justice—perhaps the pioneer. Of his “ burning” ardour 
in this cause “Sybil,” the story of “two nations —the 
privileged and the people—was a moving expression. Fe@ 
novels. Mr. CHURCHILL recalled, ever made a deeper or 
more lasting impression upon the political thought of a 
nation. “it was for him (Disraeli) a confessign of faith, 
from which he never departed.” | Maes 

Phe remarkable thing about poliical faith, 
however, was that he impressed it upon the Tory Party of 
his dav. to which.it must have come as startling indeed, 1! 
not as a shock. It was to the “ haves,” the landed pro- 


prictors, the squirearchy, and others of that party that. 


* Sybil” and so many of his other deliverances were 
addressed. circles which, like their opposite numbers in the 
Whig Party who were every bit as bad in this respect, were 
possessed not so much by reverence for the established 
order of things as by. selfish complacency and stony- 
hearty indifference to the poverty and suflering upon 
which, in fact, the rich battened. The attitude of “the classes” 
to the masses was eloquently described by that other social 
reformer and hovelist, Cuartes Dickens, in his story 
“The Chimes,” which was broadcast the other night. Dis- 
RAFELI realised that he “ had to’ educate his masters,” not 
only the new voters to whom his extension of the franchise 


‘ brought the rights of citizenship, but the political group to 


which he belonged. In a passage from the speech at 
Edinburgh, in 1867, which Mr. CuurcniLe. quotes, he 
warned them that “in a progressive country change is 
constant: and the great question is not whether you should 
resist change which is inevitable, but whether the change 
should be carricd out in deference to the manners, the 
customs, the laws, the traditions of the people, or in defer- 
ence to abstract principles and~-arbitrary and. general 
doctrines.” In other words, he had no use for rigid doc- 
trinairism, whether of the right or of the left, but heegled 
only as a practical statesman the clamant demands of pro- 
eréss solidly built on the foundations of tradition. — It was, 
therefore, consistence with this “urge” no less than his 
own Jewish parentage and birth that caused him to 
champton Jewish emancipation, in the-teeth of the bitter 
hostility of the Diehards of Toryism; just: as these two 
factors led him to become in the wider field of the State 
as a whole “a great reformer and a bold innovator,” to 
use Mr. CHURCHILL'S words. In educating his party up 
to his ideas, he saved it. Instead of being the crumbling 
citadel of vested class interests, he made it to a greater 
extent than ever before a live party ready for change, with 
a clarm to the si®pport of the masses, From tha] origin 
sprang the «Tory Democrats of whom Mr. CHURCHILL'S 
father, Lord RANDOLPH, was a brilliant illustration. Had 
DIsRALLI not- come to British Conservatism with © his 
parable, the moribund Tory party. or the splinters that were 
leit of Wt after the Corn Law disruption, clinging obstin- 
ately to an ossified creed, would perhaps to-day have ce ased 
to be. For, but for Disrkaetis prophetic understanding, 
it could have only survived as an organisation of class 
interests and as such would almost certainly by its blind 
perversity, have driven Britain to a break up of national 
democracy sueh as we have seen on the Continent of 
Lurope. This was well undérstood by a former Conserva- 
live premier, Lord BatDwrx, whe never tired of lauding 
DISRAPLIS principles. it is implicit, too, in Mr. 
CHURCHILL S glowing panegyric. It is not so discernible. 
i must be added, in the attitude towards Jews of a few 
present-day Tory M.P.s, bitten, perhaps, by the snake of 


Fascism. 

The work of DisRAELI was pre-eminently constructive, 
jJooking to evolution rather than revolution in the develop- 
ment of the State, blazing the trail to sane reform. and 
laying the foundations of the healthier and stronger Britain 
which. has stood alone four-square and with unexampled 
unanimity against a formidable and all but overwhelming 
enemy.  Wrting some while ago, Prof. Harotp Lasxa 
pointed out thal, “a people that can meet the final test of 


war and emerge from it with the essential mores of its 
governmental structure unimpaired can claim to have dis- 
covered part at least of the secret of why men obey their 
rulers—the central problem in political philosophy.” In the 
creation of that “ governmental structure ~ in its most 
important respect, in what may be termed the spiritual 
outlook of one of its great political parties, the contribution 
of the Jew Disraett was dominant. In his political ideals, 
Disk\ELI was, despite the apostasy ordained by his father, 
through and through and to his finger-tips, Jewish. His 
outlook on life was born in the Jewish Scriptures. - His 
towering zeal for social justice was a product of Jewish 
laws and ordinances. And the spirit with which it was 
carried to practical achievement “ burned” with the fire of 
the Jewish prophets. Some critics have reproached Dis- 
RAELI for his “ Imperialism,” using the word, with a sinister 
significance ‘which is wholly inapplicable to the subject in 
reality. These people forget that.British Imperialism has 
revealed a character which, instead of being a target for 
obloquy, "has made it one of the best hopes in the world 
for the advent of true human liberty. It has given mankind 
the example and the inspiration of the British Common- 
wealth of free Nations, held together not by force and oppres- 
sion but by free consent, and co-operating amicably not 
only in the days ef peace but in the testing crucible of war. 
To that beneficent and memorable achievement, who can 
doubt that Disraewi’s basic respect for the individuality 
of the common man, grounded and compounded in the 
Jewish conception of the Fatherhood of God, and his 
insistent call for a juster social order as between man and 
man, gave the direction and the impetus? And who, too, 
will deny that this influence was permeajed with the very 
essence of Jewish teaching? 

DisRaAEL!s principles, the Prime Minister declares, 
“have an abiding validity. They have stood the test of 
time and of experiences unimaginable in those tranquil 
Victorian times. . If we are to hammer out success- 
fully, in this old country of ours, new politics to conform 
with the spirit of the new times into which we are emerging, 
we should surely do well to ponder the words of one who 
was himself a great reformer and innovator.” The 
principles of the great statesman, laid down nearly a century 
ago, are enduring. They are so because they sprang from 
a spirit soaked in the enduring truths of the Hebrew Bible, 
from the inborn conviction of Disraett that “ righteous- 
ness and nothing else “exalteth a nation.” Judaism 
points the way to domestic as well as to. international 


deliverance.” “ From Zion goes forth the law, and the word. 


of the Lord from Jerusalem.”

BENEATH the surface, in an outwardly resurgent France, lurk 
many difficulties. Frenchmen are puzzled and wounded by the 
numbers of quislings and near-quislings who seem to be 
escaping the penalties of their offences during the German 
occupation.

must mitigate against a return to normal conditions, and this 
plea Js ‘continually rubbed in as justifying sponging the slate 
clean and lettmg the rest off. ‘Only very foolish people would 
underrate these difficulties, or fail to recognise them, but their 
inherent dangers are not on that account to be ignored: Pifth 
Columns and pro-Nazis are encouraged ty the growing com- 


placency which out of self-protection important’ officials are’ 


tempted to, encourage. Even immediately after the liberation 
of Paris, the fifth columnists were at work on the disruption 
of the new democratic order, and they continue at’work to-day. 
Nor are they idle in other countries, not excluding our own, 
sapping and mining public moral and working with subtlety 
and assiduity to awaken the beginnings of sympathy with Nazi 
Germany by the well-proved method of arousing hostility 
against the Jews. We see this process reflected in the increasing 
degree to which anti-Semites are coming into the open with their 
nefarious slanders and their poisonous mischief-making. In 
particular the old lie about the subservience of the British press 
to supposed Jewish influence has been worked very diligently 
in recent months under the direction no doubt of the fifth 
column “general staff.”

OUR CIVIL SERVANTS 


Mr. SALOMON’S appointment to this new office calls to mind the 
old question, to which attention has more than once been 
drawn in these columns, of the need for establishing what 
has been roughly described as a Jewish civil service in this 
country, capable of carrying on, under their chiefs, the mani- 
fold tasks of the Community in the same spirit of detachment 
and devotion as that for which the British Civil Service had 
become famous. Civil servants like Mr. Salomon and Mr. 
Brotman (the Deputies’ Secretary) and one or two other dis- 
tinguished gentlemen are, alas, rare among us. We can no 
longer go along in the old haphazard way of advertising for 


‘candidates in the hope that we shall be lucky and the right men 


will come alfig. Since we obviously cannot create a service 
suck as any government or single unit of employment can 
do, we must gradually build up in the community itself a 
civil service tradition similar to that of the Government's 
employees. This can be achieved in the first place by a 
development of respect for our communal officials and by 
exercising the utmost care in their selection, demanding the 
highest degree of integrity and impartial devotion, and then by 
affording them equal security with that of actual civil servants, 
together with, of course, full provision for pensions. Mos! 
important of all we must establish a tradition of their complete 
freedom from political interference, which would carry with 
it the solemn obligation on their part not to partcipate in 
any way in what is understood by the phrase “communa! 
politics.” That is a. principle on which the fine British Civ:l 
Service was reared and its wisdom has been confirmed again 
and again. In the best cases of communal civil service, and 
assuredly in that of the gentlemen referred to, the principle 
has been nobly Maintained. Unfortunately, and quite under- 
standably, having regard to all the circumstances, the same 
cannot be said of a number of other communal employees 
whose intermeddling with communal politics, and ustrpation 
of the controls which should rest solely with their Honorary 
Officers, while it may have helped underpin these employces’ 
own security, has gone far to bringing down the whole com- 
munal edifice in dissension and collapse.

the title of “ What America Thinks.” Its author, Wilham 
A. Lydgate, is a gentleman who, by his close as: ition with 
the Gallup Polls, has acquired an altogether unique experi- 
ence in measuring and assessing the trends of popular thought, 
and the forces directed towards influencing their judgment. 
He brings out the point that while people in the mass are often 
lO a surprising extent ignorant about public issues their instincts 
are often sound and their convictions even more often ahead 
of the views of their leaders. He points out that there exist 
in America what he calls “ pressure groups,” self-dedicated to 
this or that cause, and working with intense energy. These 
are usually well organised and well supported with money. 
They are able lavishly to employ not only the platform but 
the advertising columns of the press, and of course the lobbies 
of Congress hum and buzz with their incessant activities. Ali 
this ubiquitous and continuous noise and expenditure brought 
to bear upon the democratic machine at its Most sensitive spot. 


the persons of the elected legislators, is bound to create an 


impression of importance far in advance of what is in reality 
deserved, Thus, under the. influence of the pressure group. 
even if they represent nothing but the views of a handful of 
busybodies or of selfish and determined interests, Congress 
feels it necessary to sit up and ‘take notice—especially a! 
election times. For the legislator with an election in the offing 
never underrates the negative or destructive power of .a pub- 
licity organisation. In the end, the views of these pressure 
groups, which may have no mass backing outside their bom- 
bastic claims, will in fact dictate policy. ‘It is not vox puopuli 
but the voice of the gods of the innumerable political and 
Other machines. | 


THE CULT OF NOISE 

‘THe trouble referred to.by Mr. Lydgate is not confined to 
America; it M&s existed elsewhere, including this country, 
though not perhaps with the same systematic virulence. Ner 
is it absent from individual communities, including our own. 
Here, too, in British Jewry we have, quite recently, scen a 
“ pressure group ~ at work. It has the organisation. and is 
not ill-equipped financially. It has all the necessary drive 
and flair for publicity, while exhibiting on occasion a marked 
understanding of rhetoric, which Lord Baldwin was once so 
unkind, but probably truthful; as to stigmatise as “the harlot 
of the arts.” As in America, the innocent and those specially 
sensitive to such victimisation are misled by the parade of 
persistent vehemence and, helped by the inertia of the better 


informed, or their reluctance to follow the example of the 


pressure group and bang the big propaganda drum, the machine 
gets its way. But it is not in any sense of the word a victory 
for the views of the community as a whole, but rather -a 
triumph of one tiny pushful section. No one can say that 


this is good for a community, or that it makes in the long _ 


run for stability or, still less, genuine democracy, What has 
followed—in the case of the Board of Deputies, for instance. 
a body specially affected in this way—is that it has progres- 
sively lost caste, as it has come more and more under suspicion 


of expressing in most matters merely the yiews of a tiny pres- 


sure group. Nw doubt democratic institution’ everywhere are 
subject to these ills. But British Jewry cannot afford them 
in present conditions, and will be even less able to do so ingthe 
troubled times ahead. :

THE REFUGEES 
THE “JOINT” IN ITALY 


‘To-day there are 22,000 Jews. in liberated 
Italv.” Mr. Max Perlman, a Joint. Distribution 
Committee worker, recently told a press conference 
in New York. “ Of these, 5,000 are non-Italian 
refugees. . Throughout Italy: there is utter devas- 
tation of homes and coremunities, hunger, naked- 
ness, and. lack of protection from the cold and 
rain. Children have been separated from. parents, 
and there is a_ frightened population. Each area 
presents individual problems.” 

Describing the work done by the J.D.C. for the 
Jews ip various districts of Italy, Mr, 
stated: “One of the most encouraging things (1S 
the amount of co-operation extended by all groups. 
The governmental and inter- -governmental agencies 
now operating in Italy are all doing what they can 
towlleviate the situation.” The C haplains attached 
to the American Army, he said, are particularly 
helpful. “As areas are taken, they have con- 
sistently reperted back to us in order that we can 
send funds up for immediate relief.’ 

Mr. Periman said that the J.D.C., which operates 
in Italy under the aegis of the Iniergovernmental 
Committee on Refugees, has allocated a total of 
$390,000 for relief in that country during the 
current year.

OBITUARY 
MR. SAMUEL DAVIS 


The death occurred in Guildford last Friday, as 
the result of a motor accident, of Mr. Saniuel Davis, 
the former Headmaster of the Bayswater Jewish 
Schools. He was 77 years old. 

Mr. Davis succeeded Mr. Heilbron at Bayswate: 
in 1910 (following a long and distinguished service 
at the Jews’ Free School) and remained Headmaster 
til! 1929. He was joint author, with Mr. M. Kaye, 
of The Golden Thread written at the request 
of the Jewish Council of Education to meet the 
need of a book for children on Jewish history and 
religious knowledge. 

On his retirement, Mr. Davis devoted himself to 
literary work. His 13 published Shakespeare plays, 
‘retold for lithe people,” were adopted by the 

C.C. for use in their schoqs. They also have a 
wtde sale in India. 

Mr. Davis was a keen chess player and often 
played for Hampstead. In 1942, he won the cham- 
pionship of the Guildtord Chess Club. 

Tributes have been received from Mr. M. Kaye, 
who writes that “ in the Jewish community his name 
will be treasured by a large number of pupils who 
came under his influence and by a troop of frends 
who loved him for his patience,. unselfishness, his 
kindly bearing, and sense of humour.” : and trom 
* P.H.S..” who writes, “ He never spared of his 
time and leisure, giving gladly always of his best 
in. and out of school hours. He: was a relhable 
counsellor and.sincere friend.” 


DR. HENRY DREYFUS (London), aged 62, 
Chairman of British Celanese Ltd., had few associa- 
tions with the Jewish community.

In November, 1942, after the Allied landing, the

In February, 1943, Lieut de Sola. was stationed in 
Algicrs and: he was approached by Dr. André Levi 
Vallensi and Dr. Henri Aboulkjr,.two leaders of 
North African Jewry; who had ‘Yried to appeal to 
the Brittwhh and U-S.-Governments, but had been 
prevented from. doing so by the pro-Vichy | rench 
authorities. 

Mr. Guedalla arrived in Algiers soon aftcrwa: ra 
as official historian of the R.A.F., with the rank of 
Sguadron Leader, and he and Lt. de Sola had meet- 
mes with Drs. Vallensi. and Aboulkir, after wh: 
Guedalla cabled the facts of the situation 
to President Roosevelt, in spite of the desire of the 
Alecrian Government-to prevent him. 

In the meantime: Lieut, de ‘Sola,. after first 
approaching Jewish Peers and M.P.s, sent first-hand 
reports to the late Sir Samuel Joseph, then Lord 
Mavor of London, who delivered them to. Mr. 
Churchill and Mr. Eden. 

The result was that the British and U.S. Govern- 
ments brought pressure to bear on the men then ‘in 
powcr im Algeria and the Vichy-imposed racial laws 
were removed. It was not, however. until General 
de Gaulle came into power that the Jews had their 
full en izenship: rights.

I do not care what views the AFA. holds. They are not 
mine and | am not bound by them. But I do object to their 
eaking their proposals to the Government despite the very 
strong requests that they showld not that have been made 
by Dr. Weizmann and others, who, whether Mr. Domb & Co. 
like it or not, are the responsible Zionist leaders im this 
country. I and my friends deny the right-of the A.J.A. to 
approach the Government on the general question of policy 
in Palestine. The privilege and duty to do this can only be 
reserved to the Board of Deputies and the Jewish Agency 
which i recogni: for that purpase by the Mandate and 
whose positidn in t respect the Government reaffirmed 
in a Parliamentary/J answer on November 2, 1943. The 
responsibility for disunity in’ the community on this 
matter lies wik’the A.J.A. ; as s00n as it removes its blinkers 
and recognises the truth of its position, the better for all.

APPROACH TO YOUTH 


There has been a loi of talk lately, from the 
Deputics downwards, of closer liaison between 
Anglo-Jewish bodies and their American counter- 
parts, wih an eye particularly on the joint work 
that might be done to help cach other and other 
Jews in the post-war world whose difficulties are 
now beginning to show themselves. But a good 
deal of it t so far only talk and one wonders 
whether the talk is likely to lead to action. I think, 
however, that there is one sphere—in which, I was 
informed in an authoritative quarter some time ago, 
there had already been transatlantic approaches— 
which shows more promise than in others. 1 refer 
to Jewish youth and club work. An official of the 
American Jewish Welfare Board who was in London 
put the idea tentatively to the big Jewish youth 
and club associations in this country that there might 

rolitably be a closer liaison and inter-connection 

ween them and the similar organisations spon- 
sored by the J.W.B. I. understand that the J.W.B. 
feels that much good would come o mutual 
co-operation, with the benefits that could bé passed 
on to each out of the experience of both sides, and 
that # could eventually lead to the formation of 
world-wide Jewish youth contacts, The whole idea 
seems worthy-ot a quick following up.

‘THE FEMALE OF THE SPECIES . . 
Arab Feminine Sweetness 


_Arab women from various parts of the Middle 
Fast recently met in Cairo in an “ Arab Women’s 
Congress.” . To mark the end of the debates, the 
“ Arab Feminine Union ™ (reports owi Cairo corre- 
spondent) organised a big reception at the premises 
of the Syrian Christian “ Cercle de la Jeunesse,” of 
Cairo, to which distinguished Egyptian persons and 
officials had been invited. 

To an amazed gathering the women guests of 
Egypt poured out a scries of strange speeches, some 
of which were adorned with peculiar grammatical 
mistakes, but all of which were centred on the fate 
of Palestine and the “ sufferings " endured by the 
Arab population at the hands of the Jews, who were 
accused of being the “ instigators of the world war.” 
The chmax was reached when one of these forcign 
representatives of the so-called weaker sex recited a 
poem pratsing woman’s sweetness, but stating that 
she could also be “ more violent than a lion in fury ” 
and called for “ Death to Zionists,” “* Down with 
the Jews,’ and so on. 

To these hysterical’ shouts, the Egyptian public 
immediately replied with cries of “ Be quiet!” thus 
showing that the native common sense and spirit of 
fair play could not be so easily misled by arguments 
engineered on Hitlerian lines. 

Phe Congress had decided that one of its sittings 
would be devoted to collections among its wealthy 
members for a fund to buy land from the Jews for 
the benefit of “* destitute * Arabs. But nothing more 
was heard of this scheme. 

On the other hand, the Congress, at its final sitting, 
passed a resolution inviting all the rulers of Arab 
countries to take part tn the creation of a company 
whose aim would be to help the Arabs of Palestine 
to retain the ownership of their agricultural estates 

The Congress also adopted a resohition (adds a 
1.T.A. report) endorsing a proposal for the estab- 
lishment of an independent Siate in Palestine with 
an Arab majority. The resolution demanded that 
Jewish immigration into Palestine be -immediately 
brought to an end and urged that a campaign to 

‘defend the rights. of the. Palestine Arabs ~° be 
organised in all Arab lands.

NAMES

OW these are the names of the sons of 
israel” ;.so begins our Sidra to-morrow. Our 
names, Of course, mean much to us. and 


in olden times a perSon’s name often gave us a 
clue to his character. Our own names have often 
some special significance, for parents usually look 
forward hopefully to the perfect development of 
their child, and a name may. have considerable 
influence in this matter. In their mind's eve the 
paremts. see thai already the “child is father: to 
the man.” 
Greek and 


Roman 
conquest and 


names generally: signified 
were given to encourage the Ddoys 
to become heroes, while Jewish names. on_ the 
other hand, denoted relationship, such as Abieze: 
(Father of Help), or the recognition of God, such as 
Jochanan (God ts. merciful). 

It is remarkable that the Talmudic rarely 
bore the names of the early Jewish heroes such 
as Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, or Solomon, but they 
had ‘such names as Akiba and Meir. and in later 
days we hear of Ravina, Abaya, Menasseh (ben 
Isracl), Baruch (Spinoza), and Hayim.

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SOLDIERS.SAVE OWN SWEETS FOR 
CHILDREN 


Parties Given by U.S. Jewish Personnel 


In many parts of Great Britain, Jewish personne! 
serving ‘with the American Army recently arranged 
Chanucah parties for children. For many weeks 
before, U.S. Jewish Service men and women saved 
their sweet rations and parcels from home so that 
they could entertain the children. 

At least 15 different groups of Religion Classes 
received considerable quantities of cake and candy 
from a group of stations covered by Chaplain 
Morton Fierman of the 8th Air Force Fighter 
Command. 

A party was given for the children of the Norwood 
Jewish Orphanage (now evacuated to Hertford) by 
an 8th Air Force Bomber Station 
covered by Chaplain Hirsch Freund. Not only were 
the children entertained to luncheon, but they also 
received individual gifts and enjoyed a “Punch and 
Judy show afterwards, Staff Sergeant'1. Ungar 
was responsible for the arrangements. 

A US. medical unit sent, through the Jewish 
Hospitality Committee in London, two large parcels 
of candies and goodies to be distributed at\an 
evacuee home, together with a sixpence for gach 
child as * Chanucah gelt.”’ 


KINOR SINFONIETTA 
To Play Symphonic Works by Jews 


In 1942, the Hebrew Arts Committee in the U.S.A. 
decided to form an orchestral organisation to Fed vote 
symphonic works by Jewish composers of all 
countries, particularly those of Palestine. This 
organisation ‘was eventually creaicd by a young 
conductor with a general, Jewish, and musical 
educational background, who formed what has 
come to be known as “ Kinor Sinfonietta.” 

The first two seasons, 1942 and 1943, marked the 
pioneer period of the orchestra Innumerable 
difficulties had to be overcome, particularly those 
arising from the war. However, after a short time, 
public performances were given and during the last 
two years an enthusiastic and interested following 
has been gained. 

The Palestine Federation of Jewish Musicians 
and Composers was written to and the Palestinian 
press was also asked: to forward information on the 
orchestra and to invite Jewish orchestral works to 
be sent for performance. Since then a number of 
scores have begun to arrive in Americ: 7 and are now 
being performed. 

The orchestra now desires to contact similar 
Organisations in Great Briain and Russia with the 
same purpose in mind They want to inform. the 
Jewish public in Great Britain of their great under- 


taking and to ask Jewish composers in this. country 


to submit their works to the Kinor Sinfonietta 

Siegiried Landau, the conductor, is the 23-year-old 
son of Rabbi Dr. Ezekiel Landau, a former Com- 
munal Rabbi in Berlin (now Rabbi of Hias and 
Congregation Nodah Biychudah, New York City). 
Mr. Landau studied in Berlin, London, and New 
York. In Londen he studied composition and. con- 
ducting at the Guildhall School of Music and at 
Trinuy College of Music... Mr. Landau is also the 
director of the Young People’s Opera, New York 
City, and his compositions are frequently heard over 
S -adi stations.

HOME SECTION 


The Home 
Toy-Maker 


By Ruby Worth 


HERE has been a marked increase in home- 
made toys for the children this season, which 
is an excellent development arising from the 

adverse conditions of war-time shortage and high 
prices. For the toy that any child fashions for 
his friend, his young brother or sister, or perhaps 
for children in hospitals or homes, gives delig 
to both sides. In the years immedtately preceding 
the war, children’s. toys had reached a level of 
intricacy and elaborateness which was rather bad 
for the children. It was often observed in comic 
papers that the parents and relatives of the 
children who received such toys themselves enjoyed 
their charm and ingenuity far .more~ than . the 
children for whom they were intended. Anyway, 
young children who lived in those far-off days of 
peace were swamped with all kinds of toys, in 
such excess that they couldn't possibly appreciate 
them. 

lo-day the reverse is the case, 

deprived of the kind of toys. which, in reasonabie 
quantities. «nd by reasonable choice, play an 
important part in their early development. It 1s 
to meet this new need that the bigger boy or girl 
can with advantage take up home toy-making. 
Besides the pleasure it will give to them and the 
recipients, it is an excellent idea for imeculcating 
early into such boys and gitls a sense of social 
responsrbility

The school holidays give gn admirable oppor- 
tunity. At this lime of year it 1s not possmble to 
be out of doors all the time, and as an alternative 
to the excessive picture-gomg, which is so undesir- 
able tor young people. mothers will find that 
organised toy-making 1s a very good plan. .

It is a good plan 
to soak the flqur sack first im water to. which has 
been added some bleaching cleaning fluid, and 
then carefully wash it. and -boil-it in clean water. 
Choose for the fancy work those sections on 
which 1 print appears, but a useful tea-cloth can 
be made from the printed section. 

Ihe wooden toys that be made. include 
childre: i's scooters, which are not difhcult. An 
old« scooter. or one. already purchased - will serve 
as a pattern, but gencrally. speaking you need a 
piece of good seasoned wood and two wheels, 
which require a bit of hunting for, but which can 
generally be found by ah energetic and enter- 
prising youngster. 

there is doll’s furniture, which can de 
made from solid scraps of wood that are quite 
easily come by if you live near a furniture factory 
or a wood-works. All. that these need is careful 
planing and smoothing and painting, and gerhaps 
the addition of tiny scraps of material to represent 
seats and cushions, Toy money-boxes are eficctive, 
and are easily made -out of dried-milk tins, painted | 
in bright colours, and securely fastened. 

| have purposely confined my suggestions for 
toy-makers to the children, becausé. the holiday- 
time often proves trying for mothers, who are at 
a loss to ‘entertain the young people, but ofl 
course there is no reason why adults should not 
join in, or, if they have the time, lead the pro- 
ceedings, For many men and women . whose 
usual work. requires constant mental application 
such occupation as the making of toys is a real 
recreation for both and mind.

SOMETHING ON TOAST 


In every household it frequently happens that 
someone wants a meal in a hurry, something that 
can be prepared and eaten very quickly. The most 
uscful solution to this problem ts to have something 
on toast. The larder will always provide small 
quantities of left-overs that are admirable for the 
purpose, and the store cupboard will contain 
sardines, pilchards, and dried eggs, any of which 
can be pressed into service. Here are a tew 
suggestions : 

(1) Left-over root vegetables, mix with a spoonful 
of grated cheese, moisten with sauce, heap up on 
toast, sprinkle with cheese and brown lightly. under 
the grill, or omit cheese and flavour with liquid 
vegetable extract.

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Investments & Securities 


It has — a year of good trading on the London Stock 
Exchange. A steady stream of business has been experienced 
without developing into anything resembling a» boom in 
any section, 

A boom in stock markets during a period of war would 

not be tolerated by the authorities. In fact precautions were 
taken to prevent any ruflaway in markets. For instance. 
the Stock Exchange Committee ruled that commission must 
be charged on both buying and selling securities, even when 
it means that the stock bought has not actually been taken 
up. 

The main gbject of 1944 was to continue to provide 
resources for the prosecution of the war by subscriptions 
towards War Loans. For such purpose new capital issues 
have been banned with the exception of loans made for 
special purposes and having Treasury permission. 


COMING CONVERSIONS 

Stock Exchange members are looking forward hopefully 
to 1945. It ts noticeable that the year opens with pro- 
nounced strength for all high-class securities under the lead 
of British Funds. 

Many doubtless have in mind the probability of large 
conversion operations during the new year. Australia can 
and probably will convert a number of loans into others 
carrying a lower rate of interest. 

Austraha is Known to have accumulated large credit 
balances in Britain. A probability exists that some portion 
of this money will be used in repaying loan debt, and in- 
vestors must be prepared to find further contraction in she 
number and amount of stocks available for strict investment 
i uF poses.
